No Buses For Student 
Spectators, Says State 



Albert Dittman,. super in 
tendent of Antioch Commun 
Ity High School, expects to re 
ceive many protests from par- 
_cnts regarding th e now policy 
of no "spectator buses." 

The decision to provide no 
more bus service for student 
spectators came as a result of 
legal advice by Attorney Ted 
Larson. B o a r d members 
were informed that legal 
council of the .State Superin- 
tendent of Schools had inter- 
preted a recent law covering 
operation of school buses as 
meaning' that school buses 
can not be used td> transport 
students unless they are en- 
gaged in some school activity. 
This means that while play- 
ers and cheer leaders may be 
transported in school buses, 
student spectators may not. 

The Board of Education 
authorized Mr. Dittman to in- 
vestigate the possibility of 
chartering a private bus ser- 
vice for students, with the 
students, paying a fare. .Al- 
though the school can not un- 
dertake to hire the bus, a 
school-connected organization 
such as the PTA could. 

Mr. Dittman said that At- 
torney Larson advised the 
board that the only way tlic 
situation could be remedied 
is to introduce enabling legis- 
lation to change the -law. 

Educators throughout the 
state are raising an outcry 
over the interpretation of the 
law. The matter has not 
been tested in court, and 
some schools, Dittman said, 
can be expected to adhere to 
their former policy of trans- 
porting students. Tiiis, Ditt- 
man said, can be expected to 
create more confusion in the 
case of parents, and call forth 
more questions. 

The Antioch (iradc School 
Board has adopted a like pol- 
icy on the advice of Attorney 
Larson. - 

In other business, the 
Board of Education hired 
several custodians, cafeteria 
help, and teachers. Steve 
Vish, Lake Villa, was hired 
as bus driver; Simon Edl- 
mann, custodian and bus 
driver: Mrs. Barbara llen- 
drickson, part-lime cafeteria 
help; Mrs. Margaret Harri- 
son, part-time cafeteria; Mrs. 
Mabel Albrecht, home eco- 
nomics teacher: Mrs. Barbara 
Itoyiiewicz, -counsellor . and 
teacher, replacing Richard 
Weinberg.

Calling All Flih! 
* Do you havc_ a Jfavorltc 
fishing spot in a particular 
lake or pond— a -place where 
you^flkm_drop_ a nchor an d 
bait fish for whatever . will 
bite? If so. here's a way to 
doctor up the spot, call more 
fish and pep 'up the. fishing 
accordingly. 

: Buy or beg a bale of hay 
from some farmer, and if it's 
spoiled and musty, so much 
the better. Weight it with a 
couple of fairly heavy rocks, 
then sink It where you usual- 
ly, fish. 

Fish don't Teed on Ii5y, of 
course, but the bale will pro- 
vide an ideal breeding place 
for a multitude of small or- 
ganisms. These will soon at- 
tract numbers of small fish, 
and the minnow-feeders — 
bass, walleyes, pike perch, 
crappics and the like — will 
promptly move In to prey 
on the concentration of bait 
fish. 

To mark the spot, drop a 
rock anchor and tic the rope 
to a plastic jug or some other 
float. Place it just far enough 
away so that when you tie 
your boat to the anchor you 
can fish directly over the 
bale. 

Come back in a week or so 
with a bucket of lively min- 
nows.
